S Tn response to the Office Action moiled February 13, 2006, the Examiner's attention is directed 


g to the following remarks. 


§ The claims of this application are being resubmi tted in unamended form on the grounds that the 
S Examiner has failed to establish prima facie obviousness. 

g All of the pending claims of this application, claims 1 and 3-8, sumd rejected under 35 U.S.C, 
§ §1 03(a) over Jang et aJ. C095), further in view of Bradbury ct al. (U.S. Publication Serial No. 
1 2002/0007294), further in view of Koch ('564). With respect to claim 1, the Examiner concedes that 
I Jang does not teach "that biomedical implants are being fabricated, that the digital data obtained from 
^ CT or MRI scans is related to patient physiology, nor thai the size of the increments arc controlled 
1 through optical monitoring." Thus, in other words, it appears to Applicant that Jang docs not teach 
| more than what Jang actually teaches. Nevertheless, the .Examiner argues that it would have been 
£ obvious to modify Jang "since this would increase the responsiveness of the implant preparation and 
A surgical planning process, would allow customized construction of implants, and would yield superior 
| dimensional matching to u patient's body, which should promote superior tissue and bone ingrowth/' 
* citing Bradbury at paragraphs [0008] and [0051]. Referring first to the paragraphs ofBradbury cited by 
the Examiner, paragraph [0008] refers only to the system ofBradbury. It docs not speak to the 
combination of Jang, Bradbury et al. and Koch. Thus, the teachings of this paragraph do not carry over 
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
